Sir Christopher Cradock, through 
Sir Lionel Carden, who has resumed 
charge of the British Embassy at the 
capital, is urging President Huerta to 
permit the departure of all foreign- 
ers from Mexico City, and it is con- 
sidered possible that one or two more 
trains at least will be permitted to 
pass through. But there appears a 
fair chance that those who have 
fallen under the displeasure of Huerta 
and are in the custody of his forces 
will be held for an indeterminate 
period. 

Among those thus detained are'a 
few who have been loud in their 
praise of the Mexican President and 
vehement in their denunciation of 
their country’s policy. That he 
should hold these men is incompre- 
hensible to Americans here. 

Lieut. Frank J. Fietcher of the 

battleship Florida is in charge of the 
train which is being run from Vera 
Cruz to the break in the road and 
on every outgoing trip the train car- 
ries a small detachment of armed 
men in addition to a machine gun. 
No intimation has been received 
that Huerta proposes to release the 
Americans, some of whom are wom- 
en and children, who are held at 
Cordoba, Orizaba, Pachuca, Aguas 
Calientes and other places.

FOR GALVESTON 


Toke Aerial Scouts 
from San Diego. 


Six Officer Flyers Detailed 
for Expedition.

SAN DIEGO, April 26.—Army avi- 
ators of the First Aero Corps, U.S.A., 
from the North Island aviation camp> 
with three powerful speed _ aerial 
scouts, left tonight at 8 o'clock for 
Galveston. In record time the immense 
task of dismantling the aeroplanes 
and crating them for over-sea travel 
was accomplished by 3 o'clock this 
afternoon.

LESS WAR TALK. 
"IN CONGRESS. 


Proposed Mediation Cools 
Members for Moment. 


President Criticised for Going 
It Alone. 


Many Think He Should Have 
Consulted Leaders. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, April 26.—The 
Strongly belligerent spirit manifest 
among a considerable group in Con- 
gress headed by some of the more 
prominent Democrats, has been toned 
for the time being by the negotiations 
for the solution of the Mexican prob- 
lem undertaken by the three South 
American governments: Leaders of 
this element had not hesitated to say 
among themselves that at least 100 
members had expressed themselves 
in favor of more aggressive action to- 
ward Mexico by the administration. 

Even some of the members of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee privately 
subscribed to the idea that the gov- 
ernment could not long withhold 
either an onward march to Mexico 
City for the protection of the Ameri- 
can citizens represented to be im- 
periled or to make a straight out 
declaration of war. Moreover. among 
some of the House members there 
was a_ disposition to criticise the 
President for not consulting with the 
real leaders of Congress to ascertain 
the sentiment at the Capitol. 

Although the feeling in the Senate 
toward a more aggressive policy has 
not become so apparent as in the 
House, many leaders would be sur- 
prised to see the coming week end 
without an oratorical outbreak, if the 
mediation efforts fail or there are 
authentic reports of outrages on 
Americans in Mexico. 

Discussion of the situation will be- 
gin again at the House tomorrow 
when Representative Kahn proposes 
to talk on the mediation plan and it 
is probable that this new phase also 
will receive the attention of the Sen- 
ators. 

Every committee of Congress which 
would be active in case of a change 
in the Mexican policy is prepared to 
respond at once to any call of the 
administration. In the Houge the Ap- 
propriations Committee is holding up 
a deficiency bill carrying $3,500,900, 
fearing that it must later report a 
bill carrying a much greater amount 
with a Mexican service appropriation 
in it. The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee is ready to take up a war revenue 
bill if necessary and the Military and 
Naval Committee are primed > ac- 
tion.

chase@d from the ministry and is now 
ving at Edendale with his wife and 
three children, where he is ‘Working 
as a carpenter. 
The trustees further aver that Wal- 
ton confessed what he called a con- 
genital weakness and admitted some 
of the charges against him at a meet- 
ig of the board of trustees of the 
@urch and in the presence of Rev. F. 
D. Mather, presiding elder of the dis- 


The charges against Walton and 


the subsequent investigation by Coun- 
ty Detective ‘William Bright for the 
District Attorney's office, have 
mocked Glendale into a new scandal 
that traveled rapidly from mouth to 


mouth.

PLAN IMPRACTICABLE. 


_ Federated Improvement A 


Late Engineer of Power Development Bureau for the 
Government Reclamation Service Files Report With: 


Will Be Useless Unless Greatly Augmented, 


ssociation Saying the Bonds 


yILLIAM VAN DEN HEUVEL, 
late engineer of the Power De- 
velopment Bureau of the United 
States government's Reclamation 
Service, has filed a report with the 
Federated Improvement Association 
of Los Angeles, unfavorable to the re- 
liability of the system proposed by the 
city under the $6,500,000 bonds to be 
voted on by the people May 8. 

Van Den Heuvel was electrical en- 
gineer of the Power Development 
Bureau of the Reclamation Service 
during the construction of the Roose- 
velt Dam, the Minidoka development 
in Idaho, the Strawberry Valley 
project in Utah, and of the Yuma 
project in connection with the Laguna 
Dam. 

He states in his report that with 
the single - transmission system 
planned, and with no steam plant 
to be bullt tn the city, there will be 
no guarantee of regular service from 
aqueduct power. The full text of 
the report follows: | 

THE REPORT. 
Upon a detailed comparison of the 
@ystem contemplated by the city with 
those now used by the three com- 
panies now in Los Angeles, I have 
reached conclusions that are not fa- 
vorable to the reliability of service 
resulting from the system  con- 
templated by the city under the pro- 
posed bond issue of $6,500,000. My 


reasons are: 
(1) The present of 


plant No. 1 in the Francisquito Can- 
yon, consists of three 10,000-horse- 
power generators and can meet a 
peak-load demand of only 37,500- 
horse power under 25 per cent. over- 
load. This, under the losses due to 
transmission, will make available at 
the city substation a maximum of but 
35,000-horse power, provided there 
is a flow of water equivalent to 10,- 
000 inches continuous flow. 


Under actual operating conditions 
it will not be safe to contract with 
consumers up to this amount, as it 
leaves no margin. The least mishap. 
in the station could temporarily in- 
terfere with service to all customers, 
and with part of them for a more 
or less prolonged period. For this 
reeson there should be at least one 
spare unit of 10,000-horse power in 
the generating station. This would 
reduce the regular capacity to 25,- 
000-horse power. 


(2) The. transmission lines con- 


sist of a single tower line with twol 


circuits. The original plans approved 


by the Board of Consulting FEn- 
gineers contemplated two inde- 
pendent tower lines and three cir- 


cults, which would have insured the 

use of one tower line in the event 

of trouble on the other. 
INADEQUATE SERVICE. 

(3) There will be only one re- 
celving station in Los Angeles, which 
will receive all the power fromthe 
aqueduct, and from which all power 
will be distributed. No provision ex- 
ists for an additional substation.

At the Highland Park Methodist 
Church the pastor, Rev. Byron H. 
Wilson, preached on 
Action.”

“The great sorrow of life is inac- 
tion, while perhaps its greatest trag- 
edy is rebellion. Idleness leads to an- 
archy.

DR. CAMPBELD., 
FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 


‘LET US PAY GREATER HEED TO THE 
THINGS UTTERED IN GOD'S 
WORD. 


Dr. Campbell, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, preached yes- 
terday on the theme, “A Timely 
Warning.” He said in part: — 

“The scriptures throughout testify 
to us that there is One who is so 
profoundly interested in man that no 
word of advice or admonition is left 
unuttered in order that he may be 
fully informed as to what he may 
do and become in this world of ac- 
tivity. 

“The great apostle speaking as the 
mouthpiece of God sounds a warn- 
ing that men ought to give more 
earnest heed to things which the 
word of God utters and he adds that 
men in the past were rewarded for 
obedience and punished for trans- 
gression against the law of God.

Could vou but know 
more intimately the Christ who has 
plead and asked for a permanent 
plaice in the life of all men, then 
went forth with a love that ex- 
pressed itself in the ignominious 
death of the cross upon Calvary to 
complete His work, then you could 
more thoroughly comprehend that 
these warnings acainst indifference to 
the knowledge of His word were the 
warnings of love and desire to bless. 

“When He pleads for a more earn- 
est thoughtfulness on the part of 
all, there is revealed a deep anxiety 
for men in all their various condi- 
tions and circumstances. 

“The word of warning in the text 
reminds us of the heart throbs of a 
parent that is anxious that the child 
which has been duly instructed and 
led into the way of truth shall make 
the most of that instruction. 

“Shall we not hear in that voice 
the pleading of love that is anxious 
for us to enjoy the fullest measure 
of blessing and come into the pos- 
session of the highest freedom which 
the soul can enjoy?

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
HOW THE MISSIONARIES OF CHRIST. 


ARE BRINGING NEW LIGHT TO 
OLD EDEN. 

At the First Congregational Church 
vesterday Rev. J. K. Browne, D.D., 
of San Francisco, preached on “Forty 
Years in the Land of Eden.” He 
said in part: : 

“Since William Gladstone used the 
phrase ‘the unspeakable Turk,’ which 
Christendom so readily adopted, we 
have been altogether ton much in- 
clined to transfer that to his. land, 
It is an unspeakable land in a very, 
very different way, the land with the 
inertness, apathy, not to say crimin- 
ality of Christendom. The land of 
the Turk embraces three very won- 
derful lands. In three continents—a 
thing which does not occur again in 
all the empires of the world-—the 
empire occupies part of Africa, Asia 
and Europe. It holds in its sway 
such remarkable nations as Egypt, 
Palestine and Asia Minor, any one 
of which would make a nation fa- 
mous. Passing by Egypt, passing by 
Palestine, with all that that means 
to every Christian in the world, and 
going north into Asia Minor, we 
come to a land now held-——let us say 
temporarily—by the Moslems, but a 
very, very wonderful land, the land 
associated with the ‘Iliad” and ‘Odys- 
seys,, and with Caesar and Alexander, 
and with John and Paul, and the 
land which is supposed to contain 
the old land of Eden. 

“Your missionaries are working 
largely among the Turks and the 
Armenians in this old land of Eden. 


They have the antipathy and antag- 
OSnism of the Mohammedan ‘govern- 
ment, they have the ignorant. and 


bigoted opposition of the fourteen old 
churches there. There are govern- 


mental difficulties and political dimf- 


culties, racial and religious difficul-,;with his Heavenly Father. When

ties and mental and moral and spir- 
itual difficulties. These missionaries 
are striving to make old Eden and 
Asia Minor and the empire of Turkey 
a land where Jesus Christ and His 
truth and His spirit and His power 
Shall be as evident—shall we say—as 
in America—or even more 80. 

“Did you ever see a discouraged 
missionary? Did you ever see one 
that had not the very light of hope 
and of coming victory in his ‘face? 
Where are the resources of the mis- 
sionaries, and what are they? Al- 
most an insignificant matter in this 
great conquest we have before us. 
The word of God is really all your 
missionaries have with which to do 
this tremendous work. And when your 
missionary goes with the word of God 
on his lips and the love of Christ 
in his heart, and the presence of his 
Master with him, and the Holy Spirit 
accompanying his very humble and 
imperfect efforts, he has no more 
doubts of the sooner or later com- 
plete success of his word than had 
the disciples in the Book of Acts 
with regard to the successes of their 
work. The Bible is preached and 
taught in all our school education 
from the kindergarten clear up to 
the college and seminary. 

“And better than the preaching of 
the word, of the teaching of the 
word, or the reading of the word i& 
another agency, the living of the 
word. 

“What about the results? The re- 
sults are not in accord with the soll, 
are not in accord with the resources, 
but in aceord with the seed. And 
the seed is the word of God. The 
fruits are in the transformed indi- 
viduals, the transformed homes, the 
transformed communities. 1 am not 
representing these as becoming per- 


fect. I am sure Edenic Los Angeles 
is somewhat short of your idealized 
city. But the people represent a 


different idea] of life, a different con- 
ception of duty, and a different stand- 
ard of living. The change has put 
in us a splendid coprage. And these 
people, when they had the offer of 
life and of protéction and preserva- 
tion. of their homes, and wives and 
daughters, if they would but acknow!l- 
edge Mahomet, they stood there, oid 
men, milidle-aged men, women, maid- 
ens and youth, and they have died 
‘by the hundreds rather than be dis* 
loyal to Jesus Christ. That is the 
type of piety you find in old Eden. 


REV. W. O. FISHER. 
HARVARD HEIGHTS CHURCH. 


“WHEN GOD IS AGAINST A MAN THE 
WHOLE WORLD 1S AGAINST 
HIM.” 


Rev. W. O. Fisher of the Harvard 
Heights United Presbyterian Church 
gave as his sermon yesterday morn- 
ing a character study of Saul, King 
of Israel. He said in part: 

“The first pook of Samuel records 
the history of one of the most 
fromantic characters Israel ever pro- 
duced. The life of Saul moves in 
the atmosphere of real tragedy. Are 
you fond of romance? Kead the 
life of Saul of Gibeah. Do you love 
tragedy? Study the life of Israel's 
first king. And remember as you 
ponder that your hero is not the 
product of the fanciful imagination 
of a@ literary genius, but a real char- 
acter. Saul is the most complete 
paradox on the page of inspiration. 
He both attracts and repels us. He 
inspires hope, then disappoints us. 
At the first we are drawn to our hero 
with a strange fascination; at the 
last we turn away in disgust. I have 
a vision of a day. The morning is 
bright with promise; the sun nevet 
was brighter, the breeze never more 
balmy, the birds never sang more 
sweetly. Hope brightens as the sun 
approaches the meridian. Then sud- 
denly a cloud flits o’er that canopy 
of light; at the first no larger than 
-@ man’s hand, but the sure harbinger 
of ill. .And as the day declines the 
storm clouds grow thicker and black- 
er, and hope has given place to 
Aespair. Such was the life of Saul. 
At the beginning, no life more full 
of promise: at the close, none more 
fraught with despair. And the lan- 
guage of our text stands at the noon- 
tide of Saui’s day. On the one side 
all is brightening hope; on the other, 
all is darkening despair. Our text 
is the pivot upon which 
turned. As long as the ‘spirit of the 
Tord’ was with him, Saul prospered; 
when that spirit was withdrawn, evil 
encompassed him agd ill closed down 
upon him.

So lone as 
Saul walked with God, they traveled 
in the same direction. Gracious in- 
fluences on every hand blessed him 
and made him a blessing. But when 
Saul turned about he set his will 
against God's will and those same 
gracious influences which once were 
friendly are now hostile. Some one 
has saig: "When God is against a 
man, the whole world is against him.’ 
It was so in the case of Saul. He 
comes upon the stage of action a 
choice young man-—modest, reverent. 
obedient, chosen of God, no life more 
attractive; he passes off the stage 
of action .proud, self-willed, disobedi- 
ent, rejected of God, no life inore re- 
pulsive.”

A CHRISTIAN LIVES IN THE LIMELIGHT 
OF HIS OWN GOOD 
WORKS. 

At the Boyle Heights M. F. Church 
yesterday, Rev. W. FE. Tilroe, D.D., 
preached on “The Limelight.” He said 
in part: 


“A Christian has no choice but the 


limelight. Like the actor and the 
preacher, by virtue of his business, he 
lives in the blaze. The light of the 
world, set on a candlestick, a_city on 
a hill, he cannot be hid. It is not a 
matter of exhibiting himself. If 
luminous at all, he is self-luminous. 
Men have tried to be Christian with- 
out shining. They have followed Jesus 


secretly. Men have tried to shine 
without ng Christians, Eating and

So there was a commanding reality 
about the miracles of the soul. The 
forgiveness of sins might be over- 
looked. A couch coming down through 
the roof and a palsied man walking 
away in strength would »be_re- 
membered. The spectacular is hand 
maid to the spiritual That we may 
know, the greater we are given the 
lesson. The slavers of Stephen saw 
his face as it had been the face of an 
angel. The heart of an angel inside 
was shining through. 

“A Christian shines by his good 
works. He is not simply as good as 
his neighbors. He is better. He has 
a looser grip on the world. He bears 
more. He salutes not only his breth- 
ren, but t@e evil and the unjust. It 
is an indifferent matter what sort of 
meat he may eat, but if he may reach 
an immortal soul he will eat none 
while the world stands. The spread- 
ing Christendom of today is what it is« 
because the world has judged it 
earns its keep. Its light shines before 
men and they glorify the mighty 
Father in heaven.

Mark Van Luven and Joshua Has- 
kins,” said Nisbet yesterday. “They 
also are on the board. We iInvesti- 
gated the matter and then went to the 
church, where we called Walton into a 
meeting. He confessed everything to 
us, saying it was due to a weakness 
which he had and for which he was 
frankly sorry but could not help. We 
called Dr. Mather from Pasadena. He 
is the presiding elder, and the follow- 
ing.day when a similar confession was 
made to him by Walton, he relieved 
him of his duties at the church. Later 
Walton was taken out of the ministry.

LIMATE BURDEN 
UPON MINISTERS. 


SO NEAR PERFECTION FORCED 
TO WORK EVERY DAY. 


Too Much for Pastor, Who Says 
This, Added to the Fifty-seven 
Varieties of Cares that Must Be 
Assumed, Are Staggering and He 
Leaves Ministry. 


Asserting that the climate of 
Southern California approaches so 
near perfection that a minister Is 
allowed no time for rest, that he is 
worn to a frazzie before he realizes 
it. Dr. C. M. Carter yesterday closed 
his pastorate at the First Baptist 
Church, givins as a prelude to. his 
sermon a talk on the subject, “Why 
Ministers Break Down in Southern 
Callfornia.” 

“This climate is the deadly enemy 
of the pastor,” he said. “In the 
North and Past come blizzards, when 
the pastor cannot call, and no one 
looks for him. Then it rains, and he 
must rest; and again it Is so hot that 
no one would welcome a call. But 
here 365 days in the year demand of 
him uninterrupted labor. Day and 
night the calls come and there is no 
excuse on acocunt of the weather. 
He must go if able to hold up his 


head. He wears out before he real- 
izes it. The weather ‘is his great 
enemy, and only the street signs, 


‘Slow down to twelve miles an hour,’ 
gives him any relief in his endless 
grind of pastoral work. 

“There are more unusual calis on 
the pastor here than anywhere else. 
The variety of cares which other peo- 
ple roll on him ts staggering, and 
never dreamed of by the general pub- 
lic. Some of the heaviest burdens in 
the work here have been borne with 
not even a single soul in the mem- 
hership of the church dreaming of it. 
Confidential burdens borne with no 
betrayal of confidence, and with no 
reward. not even thanks, afterwards. 
“Then it is the lonesomest work on 
earth. Dan Crawford tn the _ tall 
grass of Central Africa has a joyous 
time in comparison. All fellow-pas- 
tors are busy, rushinglv busy, and 
this source of sympathy is lost. All 
church officers are busy. necessarily 
busy, and thev have no time: and the 
public has time to tell but not to 
hear troubles. The Los Angeles pas- 
tor bears his burdens alone except 
that God stands with him and by. 

‘The calls are endless. The down- 
town pastor is routed ont of bed so 
that he hegins his week's work at 8 
o'clock Monday morning and closes 
it on a dead run as he enters upon 


the next week's work at & a.m. the 
next Monday. ‘Run off.’ ‘rest.’ ‘take 
a vacation.” It cannot be done. He 


must do his duty. He is in a remorse- 
less procession. : 
“He must either keep up. eo tinder, 
or tumble out of the procession. Yet 
this Is the true minister's business. 
He is a soldier under orders. And 
men accept this strenuous work, do it 
cheerfully, and when exhausted lay 
down the burden with a sigh. There 
is no nobler, no more herolc, no more 
self-sacrificing body of men on earth 
than the pastors of Los Angeles, ‘of 
whom the world is not worthy.” May 
God bless and strengthen them.”

ANY STOCKHOLDERS OF 

MEANS, 

A Socialist speaker in Boston is re- 
ported as saying: “During the recent Law- 
rence textile strike the mill owners refused 
to grant two loaves of bread a week to their 
employees, but they declared a dividend of 
60 per cent. to stockholders.” How many 
Lawrence mills did anything of the kind? 
“The whole scheme of dividends is wrong,” 
continued the speaker. “Dividends should 
cease.” This sort of talk, it need hardly 
be pointed out, is foolish in the extreme, as 
the Providence Journal says. . 

The idea intended by such vaporings is 
that stockholders are a rich class, set apart 
fn the community from the wage-earner, 
whereas the fact is that thousands of labor- 
ing men and women have become stockhold- 
ers in a modest way and are vitally con- 
cerned in any such menacing outburst as 
this. The number of dividend-receiving 
stockholders in the United States is yearly 
increasing, and it is highly gratifying that 
this is so. It gives a constantly larger

number of persons a material stake -in the 


prosperity of the country. 


TRIOTS AND SCOUNDRELS. 

Horace Walpole, who enjoyed the un- 
enviable distinction of being the Thersites 
of the eighteenth century in British politics, 
is reported to have said that patriotism is 
the last refuge of a scoundrel. He prob- 
ably meant that a hypocritical assumption 
of patriotism is the last refuge of a scoun- 
drel, for he was a master of English and 
not accustomed to use it loosely. 

True patriotism is inconsistent with 
scoundrelism. A man who loves his coun- 
try and is willing to sacrifice and fight for 
it cannot be a very bad man. Well has the 
poet said: 

“Breathes there the man with soul so dead 

Who never to himself hath said 

This is my own, my native land? 

Whose heart hath ne’er within him burned 

As home his footsteps he hath turned 

From off a foreign strand’ 

If such there breathe, go, mark him well, 

For him po minstrel’s raptures swell; 

High though his titles, proud his fame, 

Boundless his wealth as wish can claim, 

The wretch, concentered all in self, 

Living, shall forfeit fair renown, 

And, doubly dying, shall go down 

To that vile dust from whence he sprung, 

Unwept, unhonored and unsung.” 

The gratifying feature of present condi- 
tions in this country is the outburst of patri- 
otiem with which the American people of all 
sorts, conditions, creeds and politics have 
rallied to the support of the flag in the 
present crisis. 

The one shameful, disgraceful exception 
of cowardice, and unpatriotic action and ut- 
terance, is that afforded by the Socialists, 
who, with veins filled with ice water in- 


stead of warm blood, gather around their 


soap-box orators and listen to their dreary 
drivel and pass resolutions: denouncing 
predatory Wealth and loathsome capitalism 
as the authors of the war. 

There should be prompt punishment of 
these mangy undesirables. If there is no 
section of the Criminal Code fitted to their 


cases the services of the San Diego lichted- 


cigar-terminal-adornment experts mizht be 
invoked, with a preliminary punishnrent 


that would be most dreaded by its recip-- 


fentse—that of a bath. 


‘HE OFFER OF LATIN AMERIOA, 

The acceptance by the United States 
(and perhaps by Huerta) of the kindly offer of 
Brazil, the Argentine and Chile offers a pos- 
sibility that there may be a mediation that 
will avert the further progress of the war 
which has already been begun. Such medi- 
ation, to be of substantial value, must in- 


clude complete pacification, not only be 
tween the United States and Mexico, but 
between Huerta, Carranza, Villa and other 
bandits, who are seeking to seize or to 
hold the offices and the opportunities of 
plunder which they covet. _ 

Whether there exists, or can be devel- 
oped from Mexicans who have not partici- 


pated in any of the revolutions which be- 
gan with the expulsion of President Diaz, 
the material for complete pacification is a 


problem. If the Latin-American nations 
which intervene can create a new Mexico, 
based upon the fundamental doctrine of 
protection to the lives, liberty and property 
of all men, citizens and foreigners, and the 
establishment and maintenance of regular 
and orderly processes of government, such 
as exist in civilized countries, then Brazil, 
the Argentine and Chile will not only save 
a waste of blood and treasure, but will earn 
the gratitude of Mexico and of the United 
States, and the thanks of the nations of 
the world. 

If the proposed mediation shall fail then 
the situation, so far as Southern California, 


- Arizona, New Mexico and Texas are con- 


cerned, will be an exceedingly serious one. 
It will be one that will need intelligent com 
prehension and prompt and decisive action. 
The losses and injuries of the war will all 
fall upon the people of the States named. 
The Atlantic, the Mississippi Valley, the 
Rocky Mountain and the Northern Pacific 
States are absolutely free from any danger 
of invasion or depredation. But the border 
States are in danger of both, not by the 
organized force of a responsible nation, but 
by guerrilla bands whose purpose is not to 
advance a cause, but to indulge in individ. 
ual pillage and to scatteg with their plunder 
as soon as their object is accomplished. 

To adequately garrison and protect a 
frontier of a thousand miles from the kind 
of attack which the Mexicans will pursue 
would require a foree of several hundred 
thousand men. 

There is today practically no Mexican na- 
tion in existence. There is no real Con- 
gress or other legislative power to enact 
laws; there are no courts to interpret 
them, no executive officers to enforce them. 
There is no adequate power with which a 
treaty of peace could be made. One might 
as well talk of a treaty with the grizziv 
bears of the mountains, or the coyotes or 
rattlesnakes of the desert. A treaty with 
Huerta would not be recognized by Car- 


Tranza, or a treaty with Carranza by Villa, 


or a treaty with Villa by Zapata. Stretched 
along the border are a dozen opulent cities 
and thousands of ranches stocked with cat- 
tle, horses and sheep. The Mexican side of 
the line is not similarly situated. The cap- 
ture and occupation of the City of Mexico 
would not aid the protection of the border. 
Apparently the only way to protect the 
border would be to remove it a long dis- 
tance southward. It would not be difficult 
to drive all hostile Mexicans out of Lower 
California, Sonora, Chihuahua, Durango, 
Nuevo Leon and Coahuila, and occupy the 
intervening country. Then the bandit forces 
would be obliged to limit their operations 
to their own territory and Ensenada, the 
Imperial Valley, Nogales and the New Mex- 
ican and Texan towns would be safe from 
looting and destruction by fire, and the 
border-farms would be exempt from raids. 
Such seizure and armed occupation would 
not necessarily involve a permanent pos- 


session of the country occupied. 


If the interposition of Brazil, the Argen- 
tine and Chile shall fail, then, unless border 
protection shall be given, a serious, even if 
a temporary, injury may be inflicted upon 
the commercial interests of Los Angeles. 
The border covntry is a part of our trade 
empire. We supply to those who dwell 
along the Mexican line, from the Pacific 
Ocean to the Rio Grande, many millions of 
dollars worth of merchandise and machin- 
ery per annum. We furnish Northern Mex- 
ico a market for its output. Our citizens 
are largely interested in mines, railroads 
and ranches there. 

The establishment of peace and orderly 
government in Mexico means more to Los 
Angeles than to any other community in 
the United States.

Some of the workingmen of this coun- 
try have been induced by union leaders to 


believe that the employing interests are 


hostile to them. There has been engen- 
dered in the minds of these workers the 
idea that they can expect nothing from the 
employing interests. That is not the truth. 
Its falsity should be demonstrated. What 
should be taught the workers is that the 
employing interests are their best friends, 
and that they will use and do use their every 
effort to assist labor In legitimate ways.

“There is in this country,” sald Judge 
Speer at Trenton, N. J., to the Manufactur- 
ers’ Association of that State, “a growing 
unrest and discontent. We cannot shut our 
eyes to that. It exists everywhere and has 
a sound basis. In forty years the population 
of this country has deubled, the wealth has 
quadrupled, and the exports have quadru- 
pled. The discontent of the laboring classes 
arises from the fact that they believe that 
the wealth of the country {Is not equitably 
distributed, and there is some reason for 
that belief.” | 

Now, then, what are we going to do 
about it? 

In times like this demagogues are bred. 
Each morning’s paper produces the picture 
of some Senator or Congressman who wants 
to get his name in the paper by proclaiming 
that he is the man who is going to put 
teeth into something; that he is the man 
who is going to make somebody sweat, 
somewhere; that he is the man who is go- 
ing to turn the screws on and investigate 
somebody or something. 

Now, what can be done to benefit labor? 
There is a vast department of industry 
which requires regulation. It is the depart- 
ment where equality of the conditions of 
competition is to be brought about in order 
that humans may not be at the mercy of 
the mercenary employer. There are men 
who are willing to work men to the last 
ditch in unsanitary shops; to employ wom- 
en and children where they ought not to be

Friendly Wild Animals. 

{London Express:] “Fear of man is mere- 
ly an acquired characteristic of animals. 
it is only after animals come to know man 
that they are afraid of him,” said Dr. Chal- 
mers Mitchell, secretary of the Royal 7o- 
ological Society. in a lecture at the Authors’ 
Club recently. 


“People who have gone !nto foreign parts | 


where wild animals exist have found that 
they are not afraid of man. Practically any 
kind of wild animal, if sufficiently intelli- 
gent and kept-in a proper reserve, would 
soon make friends with man. , 

“Especially is this the case when We be- 
gin by taking the animals and segregating 
them while they are young. We then find 
that they quickly get on terms of affection 
with us. 

“In recent years the shyest of birds have 
made their homes in London parks, becduse 
they know that they cannot be shot there. 
Wood pigeons, for instance, have come to 
Londom and wil) {often feed out of one’s 
hand in these natural reserves. . 

“The greatest enemy of wild animals is 
the systematic naturalist, who is .most zeal- 


ous in obtaining any specimen that is near- 


ly extinct. If we exclude him from re- 
serves it will be possible in a short space 
of time to go to any of them and inake 
friends with the wildest of animals.”

tion against its enemies. 

When in one of these trances the insects 
will remain for hours in the most abnormal 
positions—standing on their heads, flat on 
their backs, or with their legs extended 
high tn the air and the body arched in 
the form of a bow. Only some prolonged 
excitement of the nervous system will rouse 
them from this rigid cataleptie state, but 
when the trance is over they show no signs 
whatever of muscular fatigue. 

The stick insect passes all its days in a 
trance and feeds at night on the follage of 
the plants where it lives.

EMPIRE BUILDING.

building isjno sin. It is one of the most 
natural laws of human nature. From the 
beginning of history no country has become 
great and prospered without developing 
this 
stretching out and-acquiring more territory 
and still more territory, citizens and still 
‘more citizens, responsibilities and still more 


empire-building instinct; without 


responsibilities. 
It is one of the infallible laws of life. 


From the individual right through the na 
tion every man craves success, prosperity, 


property, growth, aggrandizement. As the 


individual prospers he acquires property 
and still more property, assumes larger re- 


sponsibilities—a wife, a home, an automo- 
bile, stocks, lap@d, bonds, large commercial 
enterprises. 

As a city prospers it extends its »boun- 
daries, amalgamates, annexes smaller cities, 
bids for greater population, builds, and 
takes upon itself more and still more of the 
nation’s responsibilities. 

And so with nations since the world be- 
gan. The United States is not exempt from 
this natural instinct—California, Texas, 
Arizona, the Philippines, Alaska, Panama— 
these were but tentative trials of strength, 
tentative essays empire building, and as 
each proves successful than the last 
this acquisitive instinct grows in confi- 
dence and fearlessness. We may call it 
patriotism, disinterested protection of weak 
communities, intervention in the cause of 
peace, or by any other comfortable name 
that seems to fit the situation—in other 
countries, notably England, we prefer to 
call it land grabbing—but it is none the 
less empire building, the natura! instinct 
of the great to own and manage the small. 

It is helpful sometimes to see ourselves 
as others seé us, and the United Statés is 
ever under the watchful and critical eye 
of the other great powers of the world. It 
is a common sneer that inhabitants of the 
United States should calmly annex the title 
of Americans when they are but a part of 
the northern continent. Nevertheless it is 
likewise commonly accorded them. An 
“American” never hails from anywhere 
else. The rest of them are Canadians, Mex- 
icans, Colombians, and so forth. That in 
itself is an ominous sign. ~ : 

And it is noteworthy that while newspa- 
pers on this side of the Atlantic explain the 
present Mexican situation in all the lofty, 
delicate ways that we know so well, Euro- 
pean, yes, and Oriental cynics, too, shrug 


their shoutders and murmur, “Empire build- 


ing.” 

Friend Shakespeare reminded us that 
“"Twere better to be vile than vile es- 
teemed;” so, even if this war is loftily in- 
nocent, the United States will never get 
the credit for it, any more than England 
will be credited with pure motives anent 
the little Roer escanade thet enct her so 
déar, or Italy over the Tripoli affair. Uncle 
Sam may as well resign himself to that. 
And if now he were to beat a dignified re- 
treat antl wash his hands of the whole affair 
he would unquestionably be regarded as a 
fool for his pains. 

There is a firm conviction among a large 
section of the Enelish- people that the 
United States means to own Canada at no 
distant date. Taft’s famous reciprocity bill 
created an uproar in’ the whole British em- 


pire for no other reason, and it was freely 


spoken of as the “thin end of the wedge.” 
Canadians here in Los Angeles held an agi- 
tated meeting to that effect, and sent a 
memorial to London. 

Spain and France are equally convinced 
that America means to own Mexico—and 
hate her for it. Great Britain is, in a gen- 
eral way, quite amiable about it, since she 
can’t take it herself and she has vast in- 
terests there that would be safer under 
United States than Mexican rule. 

So, while a number of serious people are 
holding up their hands aghast at the fact 
that this great country should have gone 
to war over such an apparently trivial in- 
cident, and that the people should be ap- 
parently enthusiastic and thrilled at the 
prospect, it is obvious that this great na- 
tion is really evincing a thoroughly human 
and natural state of mind. 

Now that she is fairly embarked on the 
enterprise it is plain that the United States 
cannot retreat until she has placed a 
sound, sensible government in power in 
Mexico, over which she will necessarily 
maintain control ‘a la British in Egypt, 
in order that it may remain sound and sen- 
sible. Mexico will prosper exceedingly un- 
der such a government, and the rest of the 
world will be only too ready to concur in 
such an arrangement—in the self-same way 
that Britain is allowed to remain in pos- 
session of Egypt. It is the logical finale 
to the building of the canal and the acqui- 
sition of the Canal Zone—for which twenty- 
five millions of dollars ~will now be paid in 
good conscience money. 

And the reason the Mexicans hate the 
Americans is because such things are inev- 
itable. The Boers hated the English in just 
that way. The strong man can always com- 
mand respect, but divil a bit of love comes 
his way. Only the English love England, 
but a fifth of the world is governed by 
her @nd pays her tribute.

The Vienna 
Medical Association is collecting statistics 
of the number of practicing doctors in Aus- 
tria, with the object of inducing the minis- 
try of education to adopt radical measures 
to restrict entries into the medical depart- 
ments of the universities.

New Zealand is the Gibraltar of 
But even here have changes 
been made. The pecullar seven-man 
scrum invented- and perfected. The 
wing-forward position created to utll- 
ize the released forward. These 
changes have been objected to by 
England, but they are within the let- 
ter of the law. 

The changes made are not as vet 
fundamental, as in older countries. 
Rough and hardy men play the game 
the year round. Training such as we 
have is unknown. Scotch whisky and 
a briar pipe take the place of our 
milk and early hours. The game is 
not intercollegiate, and tradition does 
not demand the clean living so desir- 
able in our college and high school 
athlete. 

‘The New Zealand Rugby Union is 
the most perfectly-organized of all. 
Under the General Union are the va- 
provincial unions. In each 
there are several country 
unions subservient directly to the 
provincial unton. Each union has its 
teams representing various clubs, Club 
meets club, province meets province, 
and finally the South Island meets the 
North Island. The game fits where 
conditions allow an alil-year league, 
such as we have in baseball. 

The colleges in America divide their 
seasons for the three 
football, track and baseball. Allow- 
ing about three months to each. Foot- 
ball and track championships must 
depend on one or two big contests. 
One track meet usually decidés which 
of two rivals are best for the season. 
One game of American football usual- 
ly does the same. Rugby needs a 
series with a percentage system to de- 
cide, provided the teams are anywhere 
near equal. To do this with a stren- 
uous game in three months’ time is 
possible. 

Rugby its popular with the husky 
British colcnists of South Africa. They 
run New Zealand closely for cham- 
pionship honors. 

V—Atlantic Coast, United States. 

Prior to 1876 every football team 
in the United States played accord- 
ing to its own rules. Rugby as 
piayed in England was the general 
pattern, however.

to the rules, so the Inventive Ameri- 
can made minor changes to suit 
himself. The Yankee accepted noth- 
ing as perfect. The scrum seemed 
silly and monotonous, referees and 
spectators couldn't seem to master or 
appreciate the game. The Yankee 
said it is the fault of the game, not 
mine. I want something standard- 
ized so that players and crowd will 
understand what each referee is do- 
ing. How can we ever develop pret- 
ty combination back play when the 
ball never comes out of the scrum 
but once or twice during a closely 
fought contest. 


In 1876 the first set of rules for the 


American game were drawn up by 
representatives: of Yale, Harvard, 
Princeton and Columbia. These in- 
stitutions formed themselves into 
the Intercollegiate Football Associa- 
tion. This organization held sway 
until 1894, when a Rules Committee 
was appointed, including Pennsyl- 
vaula and Johns Hopkins. Chicago 
was added through her representa- 
tive, Mr. Stags, in 1904. 

The various changes in the game 
were typical of all American tnstitu- 
tions. Even our government, the re- 
sultant of a series of forces moving 
at different slants and heading one 
another off. The pendulum of civil- 
ized progression swings to an ex- 


treme, bumps one of these forces more |. 


ty oie than the rest and elowly 
ut surely yelds. The pendulum of 
football bumped the force of public 
condemnation in 1905. 

The Rules Committee had not kept 
up with the coaches. The toaches 
before 1876 found that rough for- 
ward play won Rugby matches. The

The trouble 
with the old committee was that it 
represented only a few colleges and 
to change the rules the vote had to 
be unanimous. Any change was liable 
to affect the style of play of some 
one college more than any other. For- 
tunately the proposal of amalgama- 
tion was accepted and the two com- 
mittees have worked harmoniously 
from that day to this. A game 
amenable to ‘¢gestions and chang- 
ing conditions is what the American 
people want. The American mind 
unfettered by age after age of tra- 
dition reaches out for something new 
and better. Eastern faculties have 
recently voted that injuries have been 
reduced to a minimum and the gen- 
eral public has stamped its approv- 
al time and again. : 

I understand that English Rugby 
was mentioned in the conference of 
1905 but rejected without’ serious 
consideration due to its having been 
thoroughly tried and discarded years 
previous, 

The case of kill or cure was won 
by the latter. Construction won over 
destruction in eastern circles, but 
California, our radical, rebellious but 
original State, had faculty opinions 
of her own. It was the conscientious 
opinion of great educators in the 
North that the American brand was 
beyond cure. ‘nstead of abolishing 
it outright or giving the eastern ex- 
perts a chance to redeem themselves 
a substitute was shoved into the 
breach. Instead of giving the king 
of American intercollegiate sports a 
trial, under redemption rulings, an 
English game discarded as unfitting 
American demands twenty-nine years 
previous was “wished on us.” We 
have been trying to digesc it ever 
since,

CAPITALS OF PLEASURE. 


Rerlin a Brilliant Metropolis, Bon- 
don Becoming More Favored by 
Americans Than Is Paris. 


[Chicago Record Herald:] Probably 
the most cherished of the personal 
desires of Emperor William is to make 
Berlin a “brilliant” capital. He has 
encouraged hotels of the modern 
American type and has shown favor 
to the richer and showier of Ameri- 
can Ambassadors. So the notion has 
spread that a second Paris filled with 
good transatlantic spenders is pretty 
close to the imperial ideal and that 
the standardized and commercialized 
all-night gayety of the French ‘cap- 
ital is taken as the proper formula 
to follow. 

But Paris, even among Americans, 
is not held in such high esteem as 
formerly. An American author has the 
following to say in his latest book on 
Paris as compared with ndon: 

Surely it cannot be reprehensible to 
warn those who look forward to a so- 
journ' in Paris that they are certain 
to. be disappointed; that there is no 


comfort there except for the very 
rich; that there is no longer any 
courtesy, if ever it has been there; 
that a society has actually been 


formed for the purpose of promoting 
better manners »mong the constantly- 
coarsening population, and that even 
everyday honesty is dwindling to the 
vanishing point. Of London none of 
these things may be said with justice, 
and that is why a sojourn in London is 
s0 much richer in returns than one in 
Paris. 

There is a racial bias in Americans 
that will cause London to gain fur- 
ther and Fs;is to lose. Berlin, as 
one of the great Teutonic capitals, 
should not go out of her way to do 
violence to her own nature. She might 
more easily become Londonesque than 
Parisian. London is “convincing.” 
Paris is not—no pleasure-house ever 
is. Berlin as a ‘“‘cocotte’ would be 
a sad error and supertitity. 


WHO PAYS FOR THE 
GROCER’S ADVERTISING? 


Do you ask yourself how it is 
that the grocer who advertises 
can afford to sell table supplies 
for less than the grocer who 
does not have any advertising 
expense? 

This point—of who pays for 
the advertising ’—used to be 
quite a puzzling one. Grave and 
deep-thinking business philos- 
ophers have allowed it to disturb 
them greatly. 

But the average business man 
is not bothered about it. And 
no patron of an advertising mer- 
chant need be bothered about it. 
For the key to the whole prob- 
lem is simple. 

Every merchant, big and lit- 
has to meet certain fixed ex. 
penses. These include the rental 
or interest charges on his store 
property, the cost of clerk hire 
and of delivery of goods — in 
fact, they include the money 
that he must spend in the proc- 
ess of doing business. Suppose 
that with a grocer this amount- 
ed to $25 a day. 

He must thus make a profit 
of $25 a day on his sales in 
order to break even. Now, sup- 
pose that he should add to his 
fixed expenses a certain amount 
for advertising. Whatever the 
amount is, you will say, it in- 
creases his fixed expenses—and 
he must make larger daily 
profits in order to earn the addi- 
tional amount. Then, you. nat- 
urally argue, he must charge 
you higher prices on what you 
buy. 

But, must he—does he? 

Suppose that, without increas- 
ing his fixed expenses aside from 
the cost of. advertising, he is 
able to double the amount of 
his daily sales. ARd suppose 
that, to attract trade through 
his advertising, he falls in line 
with other progressive mer- 
chants and takes smaller profits 
on a majority of his daily sales 
-—enabled to do so because 
through a greater volume of 
fales each day his total of net 
profits is still larger than be- 
fore——-is it not plain that his 
advertising helps him to save 
money for you as well as to 
make more for himscif?’ This is 
the whole milk in the cocoanut. 

Then, you ask, who does pay 
for his advertising? Probably 
the patrons of the stores that 
do not advertise through paying

only on paper, but ts legally in the 
jurisdiction of the city of Beverly 
Hillis, that was incorporated about 
two months ago. 

Right of way was secured by the 
city along Cold Water alley, but the 
route was considered devious, and 
Engineer E. A. Bayley decided to 
run his line through the bed of a 
near-by wash instead. The wash 
now proves to be a street, under the 
legal definition. 

On Saturday two special meetings 
of the Beverly Hills Council was held 
to determine what action should be 
taken in view of the approach of the 
city’s digging force. It was decided 
not to grant a right of way, “for 
reasons we do mot care to state,” as 
Anderson explained, last night. 

Furthermore, Anderson says. he 
understood there would be no effort 
to dig across the unsurveyed street 
until today, when the matter will come 
up in Department Four of the Su- 
perior Court, and the city will be 
asked to show cause why it should not 
be restrained from digging across 
the wash. 


CITY STEALS A MARCH. 


However, the city ditch force did 
not wait. One hundred and fifty la- 
borers and a steam shovel were ad- 
vanced yesterday and met by a depu- 
tation of about thirty of the princi- 
pal citizens of the suburban city. 

Plans of the aqueduct force were 
to bring the steam shovel into play, 
but the idea was abandoned when it 
was found that this would necessitate 
the cutting of two water pipe mains 
that supply a part of the city of Bev- 
erly Hills and the Beverly Hills Ho- 
tel. Beverly residents refused to stop 
the pumps supplying these lines and 
the steam shovel was left in the rear. 

The pick and: shovel squad mado 
short work of the digging till it was 
halted by the court order. It opened 
-@a breach across the street to one- 
third the required depth. 

“Their obstacles did not worry us,” 
Bayley said last night. “We would 
have had the job done in another two 
hours if Judge Works had not re- 
strained us. : 

“There is no doubt in my mind they 
have all the best of it from a legal 
standpoint, but when Beverly Hills 
was incorporated a short time ago, it 
was with the understanding that we 
would get the rights of way we needed 
to put through a connection from the 
aqueduct to the city pipes. 

“I cannot say what we will do now. 
According to the law. we will have 
to secure a two-thirds vote of the 
Beverly Hills Council, giving us the 
right of way. We will probably go 


and ask for this concession. 
“Meantime, we will raise our steam 
shovel, as the character of the ground 
necessitates, and go right on digging 
from the point in dispute to the city 
mains terminus, I suppose by the 
time we get this done, the matter ‘will 
be settled one wav or the other.” 
Anderson declared that he did not 
know what action would follow a re- 
quest before the Council for the right 
of way.

The Beverly Hills 
people motored out to the entrance of 
Franklin Canyon, the battle ground. 
Included in their party were half a 
dozen women. Flanked by their autos, 
they advanced in the wake of several 
bugy camera men, who industriously 
snapped the progress of the strife, the 
imaginaty line and everything else 
that by chance might be of use in 
an affidavit. 

Members of the suburban con- 
tingent vigorously denied statements 
of several witness that they threatened 
to shoot the intruders at the begin-

The aque- 
duct with fits reservoirs, steel syphons 
and other structures, is subject to 
interruptions from floods or other 
accidents that cannot be guarded 
against, and while the reservoirs are 
to be of material help in maintain- 
ing a flow for power purposes, they 
can only be a partial remedy in an 
attempt to establish commercial re 
liability of service.
